BELTWAY PLAZA TO 
SERVE WIDE AREA 


The address of Beltway Plaza 
is 6000 Greenbelt Road, Its main 
entrance is located near Kenil- 
worth Avenue, in Prince Georges 
County. The 70-acre tract, now 
occupied by the first section of 
Beltway Plaza and the site of 
other sections soon to be con- 
structed, is about half-way 
between the Washington Balti- 
more Parkway and U, S, Highway 
No. 1. The intersection of the 
dual-lane radial artery, Kenil- 
worth Avenue, and the projected 
Circumferential Highway lie only 
a few thousand feet east of the 
Beltway Plaza entrance, 

The regional shopping center 
will serve numerous communi- 
ties in the surrounding area, in- 
cluding: Greenbelt, Beltsville, 
College Park, Riverdale, 
Branchville, Berwyn, Bowie, and 
others, When completed the 
huge center will cost in excess 
of $10 million, 

Beltway Plaza will ultimately 
be roofed over to provide a 
central, climate-controlled mall

outside of the nation’s capital, 
Such an instance occurred re- 
cently when the press announced 
that he headed a group which 
purchased the 40 story Cadillac 
Tower Building, in Detroit, 
Michigan, Earlier he had dis- 
closed his purchase of a 1000- 
acre tract -- the former 
Triple Seven Farm -- in 
Loudoun County on the Poto- 
mad River, to be developed 
as a suburban community of 
homes, apartments, and 
shopping centers, 

With more than 200 properties 
in the District of Columbia 
proper, plus one or more major 
projects, such as Beltway Plaza, 
in the forefront of his activities 
schedule, Brown is usually in- 
volved in work at a hectic pace, 

While he has been building 
Beltway Plaza, and making plans 
for its openirg, and buying the 
Cadillac Tower office struc- 
ture, Brown has been making 
plans for construction of: an- 
other Hollinswood shopping 
center, at Hollinswood, in subur- 
ban Baltimore, just off the Balti- 
Washington Parkway. At the same 
time, he has been supervising 
designs for a new luxury hotel 
he proposes to build at the Uni- 
versity Boulevard and Riggs 
Road, in the northern sector 
of Prince Georges County, Mary- 
land, This project will also in- 
clude a shopping center, as well 
as roller-skating and ice-skat- 
ing rinks, plus an enclosed 
swimming pool at the hotel, 

Among the District of Colum- 
bia properties owned by Sid- 
ney Brown, is Chevy Chase Tow- 
ers, luxury apartment, which he 
built at 5323 Connecticut Ave- 
nue, in northwest Washington, 
His own office is in the First 
National Realty Corporation 
Building, at 629 F St., N.W. He 
is president of the firm and owner 
of this structure as well, 

Brown is a former president 
and a present member of the 
board of directors of Tifereth 
Israel Synagogue, He is also on 
the steering committee of theIs- 
rael Bond Organization, 

Sidney Brown is highly re- 
garded by government officials of 
the State of Maryland, and of 
Prince Georges County, Gover- 
nor J, Millard Tawes partici- 
pated in ground-breaking cere- 
monies for Beltway Plaza Re- 
gional Shopping Center, on Janu- 
ary 26, a year ago, at nine o’clock 
in the morning, when the outside 
temperature was about 18 
degrees above zero. In the 
procedure, Governor Tawes used 
both a gold-plated shovel, and a
